IS NOT CLAIMED 


Multitude Of 'Tips' In Case 


Are Being Received

meager clues which were discovered, 
but feel that 
there

work on. 
Underneath the head of the body, 
was a pint whiskey bottle, and lying 
underneath was an iron stake, such 
as is used In highway construction 
:o secure the forms at the side of 
the road. 
There was nothing else found in 
the vicinity which might even de­ 
velop into a clue, and it is likely 
that it will go down into the crimi­ 
nal annals of the county as another 
unsolved mystery. 
There has been no person who has 
disappeared from the West Pitts­ 
burg district during recent months, 
Constable Walter Bannon states, so 
it is believed the body was brought 
there from some other place, and 
buried. 
It may be that some former resi­ 
dent of the West Pittsburg district, 
now residing elsewhere and possibly 
belonging to a criminal gang, has 
led his companions to the vicinity 
in disposing of the bodies of persons 
who have been “taken for a ride, 
as gangland describes the killing of 
unwanted persons. 
At any rate, the mystery of the 
old swamp has been deepened by the 
finding of this latest body, a mys­ 
tery which may never be solved.

The state took over the plant at a time when there was agitation 


against the so-called "cement trust," the summary of the arguments 


. bemg that the state was being charged too much for cement. 


The total cast to the state including some improvements to the 


plant was more than $1,200,000. The state paid a half million for th* 
plant originally, and it was afterward charged that the plant was anti- 
quated, and not worth more than $90,000.

Spread over two-thirds of the 
state's 67 counties, these 200 gov- 
ernmental units are listed for local 
option referenda at the fall election, 
a checkup by International News 
Service disclosed today. 


First Real Test 


These referenda will constitute the 
first real test of dry and wet senti- 
ment in the areas affected since the 
repeal of the 18th amendment last 
December. On the ballot or voting 
machines in these districts in ad- 
dition to the names of candidates 
seeking office will be this question: 


"Do you favor granting of liquor 
licenses for the sale of liquor for 
consumption on the premises where 
sold?" 


A majority vote "yes" means no 
change in the present set-up; a ma- 
jority vote -no" compels the liquor 
board to refuse all applications for 
by-the-drink establishments in the 
area for four years, the minimum 
time -which must elapse before-'an- 
other referendum can be held in the 
same community. 
- 


The vote this year, however, can 
have no effect on the sale of beer 
vending licenses except in those dis- 
tricts which have previously voted 
at municipal elections to outlaw the 
"suds". If these districts vote "dry", 
they will be entirely arid, with the 
sale of both beer and liquor prohib- 
ited.

On the ballot or voting 
machines in the.se districts in ad­ 
dition to the names of candidates 
seeking office will be this question: 
“Do you favor granting of liquor 
licenses for the sale of liquor for 
consumption on the premises where 
sold?” 
A majority vote “ye.s” means no 
change In the present set-up; a m a­ 
jority vote i'no” compels the liquor 
board to refuse all applications for 
by-the-drink establishments in tlie 
area for four years, the minimum 
time which must elapse before an ­ 
other referendum can be held in the 
same community. 
The vote this year, however, can 
have no effeci on the sale of beer 
vending licenses except In those dis­ 
tricts which have previously voted 
at municipal elections to outlaw the 
“suds”. If these districts vote “dry”, 
they will be entirely arid, with the 
sale of both beer and liquor prohib­ 
ited. 
If districts which have voted “dry” 
on beer vote “wet” this election, 
beer will continue to be dispensed 
under licenses granted by the liq­ 
uor control board for “by-the-drink” 
sales. 
If districts which have held no 
previous vote on beer vote “dry” this 
election, beer can still be dispensed 
under licenses granted by the coun­ 
ty treasurers. 
Under the law referenda on the 
granting of beer licenses can be 
held only at municipal elections in 
the odd-numbered years.

ter said that on the night of March 
1, 1932, when the Lindbergh baby 
was abducted from 
his home at 


Hopewell, N. J., he 
was in New 


York City. He could not remember 
what he did that day but he re- 
called that 011 this particular night 
he drove in his car from his home 
in the Bronx to the bakery of Chris- 
tian Frederickson, in 
the 
Bronx, 


where his wife was employed, and 
took her home. He and his wife re- 
mained at home that night, Haupt- 
mann Insisted. 


Asked what he had done that day 


his memory was vague. He could not 
recall whether he had worked as a 
carpenter at the Majestic apartment 
hotel on the west side of New York 
city or whether he had spent the day 
around a Sixth avenue employment 
agency looking for work. 


He did remember, however, that 


about 5 o'clock he started for home; 
that he changed his clothes, went to 
the garage, got the car .and drove 
to the bakery to get his wife. He 
had been in the habit of calling for 
his wife on Tuesday and 
Friday 


nights when she worked overtime, 
he said. His wife, Annl gave similar 
testimony when she was on 
the 


stand. March 1, 1932, the date of the 
kidnaping, was, incidentally, a Tues- 
day.

Weekly Health Talk 


"A very wise literary light not so 


long ago made this pointed re- 
mark," in the first fifty years you 
have reasonably good health In 
spite of folly: but the next fifty 
(more or less) you'll be lucky if you 
have it in spite of wisdom." Which, 
of course, is merely a very clever 
way of stating the ancient fact that, 
when young, vitality and health are 
difficult to down in spite ot indis- 
cretions, but when one becomes old- 
er nature needs sensible living rules 
to help her with the keeping-fit Job. 
Judging from appearances, as well 
as the death and sickness rates, this 
truism Is far from being appreciated 
by many adults who have attained 
the half-century mark," states Dr. 
Theodore B. Appel, state secretary 
of health. 


"To such as these the fact -that, 


even though not radiantly vigorous, 
they have enjoyed fair health and 
either pulled through or escaped 
serious illness, naturally m a k e s 
them feel that the old program of 
indifference and carelessness can be 
continued with safety. 


"In truth, it is the exceptional 


person who at the time of the fifty 
year mark seriously considers the 
necessity of conserving vitality by 
taking a reasonable interect in liv- 
ing habits, and diet in particular. 
Yet this, plus effective daily elimin- 
ation, are among the main require- 
ments for continued health and vi- 
tality. 


"To begin with, when one is young 


he can and perhaps should eat for 
fun. It is one of the grand privi- 
leges of the first thirty years of .Ufe. 
But when one Is aging the lun fac- 


tor should not be the exclusively 
controlling one. Reasonable mod- 
eration in line with the bodily re- 
quirements is the better rule. 


"Habitually to take in more fuel 


and body-building elements than 
the middle-aged or older person 
actually requires is to invite that 
great deteriorating force known as 
auto-intoxication. Thus, instead of 
a i d i n g nature, it is definitely 
thwarted. 


"Physicians well know that the 


blood stream should be alkaline. 
Yet in many persons the reaction 
will be acid. And this situation is 
to a large extent a question of food 
intake. By avoiding or minimizing 
the acid-formlDg foods .and increas- 
ing the alkaline-forming ones such 
common manifestations of auto- 
intoxication in the adult as head- 
aches; mental sluggishness, specks 
in the vision and physical slakness 
can often readily be eliminated. 


"Therefore, sugar, grains, and 


meat including fish should be taken 
more sparingly and the consump- 
tion of fruits, vegetables, salads and 
milk definitely increased. However, 
as all individuals differ, the diet 
(and 
it will likely be a liberal one 


at- that) should be personally pre- 
scribed by the family physician. 
One cannot safely generalize on this 
subject. 


"It Is, however, being emphasized 


that auto-Intoxication, w h e t h e r 
caused by the habitual Intake of the 
wrong proportion of good food, or 
Improper elimination, is a condition 
studiously to be avoided. It is one 
of the 
powerful enemies against 


bodily and mental buoyancy and 
longevity."

Weekly Health Talk 


"A very wise literary light not so 


long ago made this pointed re- 
mark," in the first fifty years you 
have reasonably 
good health in 


spite of folly: but the next fifty 
(more or less) you'll be lucky if you 
have it in spite of wisdom." Which, 
of course, is merely a very clever 
way of stating the ancient fact that, 
when young, vitality and health are 
difficult to down in spite of indis- 
cretions, but when one becomes old- 
er nature needs sensible living rules 
to help her with the keeping-fit ]ob. 
Judging from appearances, as well 
as the death and sickness rates, this 
iruism is far from being appreciated 
ay many adults who have attained 
ihe half-century mark," states Dr. 
Theodore B. Appel, state secretary 
of health. 


"To such as these the fact -that, 


even though not radiantly vigorous, 
they have enjoyed fair health and 
either pulled through 'or escaped 
serious illness, naturally m a k e s 
;hem feel that the old program of 
ndlfference and carelessness can be 
continued with safety. 


"In truth, it is the exceptional 


person who at the time of the fifty 
'ear mark seriously considers the 
iccessity of conserving vitality by 
making a reasonable interest in liv- 
ng habits, and diet in particular. 
Yet this, plus effective daily elimin- 
ation, are among the main require- 
ments for continued health and vi- 
tality. 


"To begin with, when one is young 


he can and perhaps should eat for 
.fun. It is one of the grand privi- 
leges of the first thirty years of JiJ'e. 
But when one is aging the fun fac- 


tor should not be the exclusively 
controlling one. Reasonable mod- 
eration In line with the bodily re- 
quirements is the better rule. 


"Habitually to take in more fuel 


and body-building elements than 
the middle-aged or older person 
actually requires is to invite that 
great deteriorating force known as 
auto-intoxication. Thus, instead of 
a i d i n g nature, it is definitely 
thwarted. 


"Physicians well know that the 


blood stream should be alkaline. 
Yet in many persons the reaction 
will be acid. And this situation is 
to a large extent a question of food 
intake. By avoiding or minimizing 
the acid-forming foods and increas- 
ing the alkaline-forming ones such 
common manifestations of auto- 
intoxication in the adult as head- 
aches, mental sluggishness, specks 
in the vision and physical slakness 
can often readily be eliminated. 


"Therefore, sugar, grains, and 


meat including fish should be taken 
more sparingly and the consump- 
tion of fruits, vegetables, salads and 
milk definitely increased. However, 
as all Individuals differ, the diet 
(and it will likely be a liberal one 
at. that) should be personally pre- 
scribed by the . family physician. 
One cannot safely generalize on this 
subject. 


"It is, however, being emphasized 


that auto-intoxication, w h e t h e r 
caused by the habitual intake of the 
wrong proportion of good food, or 
improper elimination, is a condition 
studiously to be avoided. It is one 
of- the powerful enemies against 
bodily and mental • buoyancy and 
longevity."
